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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendments filed on 4/23/2009 has been received an 
entered in the case. 

2. Applicant's amendment and/or response with respect to claims 1 
and 6 have been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

CLAIMS 1 and 6: In view of the limitations the prior art does not 
disclose alone or in combination a positioning system and method for 
determining a position of a moveable platform, in which at least one 
active array attached to at least one fixed non-movable structure in a 
hoistway includes at least one light emitting element for transmitting 
a binary encoded identification positioned a known location; at least 
one camera for acquiring an image of the active array; means for 
receiving the binary encoded identification from the image; means for 
processing the image to determined the position of the active array 
with respect to the moveable platform and means for combining the 
received binary encoded identification and the determined position to 
calculate a position of the moveable platform. 

The closest prior art (Silberhorn M03) disclose a method and 
apparatus for generating elevator car position information using a 
camera. However, although Silberhorn disclose a camera, the camera is 
used to take images of the surface patterns of a guide rail. There is 
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no suggestion or teaching that the camera receives a binary encoded 
identification from an active array. While Silberhorn has a means for 
processing an image of a guide rail to determine the position of the 
elevator car, it does not have any means for processing an image of an 
active array or any means for combining the received binary encoded 
identification and the determined position to calculate a position of 
the a moveable platform. Therefore the claims in this application are 
deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the invention 
patented in Patent No. 6,612,403.
